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Introductory  Statement 

WITH  the  close  of  the  present 
academic  year,  Dean  Walter 
Scott  Athearn  will  complete 
twenty-iive  years  as  a  college  pro- 
fessor, twenty  years  of  which  he  has 
acted  as  a  college  dean  or  department 
executive.  He  has  served  twelve  years 
in  Boston  University,  ten  years  of 
which  he  has  been  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Religious  Education  and  Social 
Service,  which  he  founded  in  191 8. 

This  seems  to  be  a  fitting  time  to 
present  an  annotated  bibliography  of 
Dean  Athearn 's  educational  writings. 
The  following  titles  chronologically 
arranged  provide  an  interesting  com- 
mentary upon  the  history  of  religious 
education  in  the  United  States  in  re- 
cent times.

I.  Books 

I.  A  HiHory  of  Keokuk  County  (47  pages), 
1897,  Keokuk  County  News,  Sigourney, 
Iowa.  Textbook  for  Public  Schools  in 
Keokuk  County,  Iowa. 

This  text,  written  during  the  time  of  Dean  Athearn's 
public  school  work,  is  designed  to  be  used  as  a  manual 
for  teachers  and  a  class  book  for  pupils  in  the  schools  of 
Keokuk  County,  Iowa.  The  text  contains  geography, 
history  and  civil  government,  together  with  an  account 
of  the  natural  resources  of  the  county.  The  biographical 
sketches  of  noted  Indian  chiefs  and  the  synopses  of  the 
history  of  townships,  are  a  unique  feature  in  tnis  type  of 
text. 

1.  The  English  Sentence,  1905,  Midland 
Schools  Publishing  Company,  Des 
Moines,  Iowa.  A  Textbook  in  English 
Grammar. 

This  text  was  an  educational  contribution  made  during 
the  public  school  career  of  Dean  Athearn.  It  is  intended 
to  be  used  as  a  method  book  for  teachers  of  English 
grammar. 

3.  The    Church     School    C309     P^ges),     1914, 

Pilgrim  Press,  Boston,  Mass. 

This  book  is  one  of  the  first  texts  scientifically  prepared 
for  the  field  of  religious  education.  The  author  shows  in 
this  text  that  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  teaching  task 
of  the  church  is  pre-eminent,  and  that  through  the  edu- 
cation of  her  children  in  religion,  the  church  will  build 
the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  The  book  is  prepared  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  work  of  the  church  school 
in  general, — its  function,  organization  and  adminis- 
tration. The  problems  of  each  department  within  the 
church  school,  with  correlation  of  various  activities, 
and  the  curricula,  are  given  careful  analysis.  Extensive 
bibliographies  are  included  at  the  end  of  each  chapter. 

4.  The    City    InHitute    for    Religious    Teachers 

(151  pages),  1915,  University  of  Chicago 
Press,  Chicago,  111. 
This  book  is  designed  to  meet  the  need  of  the  city  or 
community  for  a  scientifically  prepared  text  on  teacher 
training  for  religious  education.  The  text  is  divided  into 
two  major  parts:  (1)  Organization,  and  (2)  Courses  of 
Instruction. 

Part  One  deals  with  principles  of  organization,  be- 
ginning with  the  church,  and  considering  such  problems 
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of  church  and  inter-church  organization  as  finance,  en- 
rolment and  program. 

Part  Two  discusses  courses  of  instruction  for  the  City 
Institute,  including  Biblical  courses,  departmental 
courses,  and  professional  and  general  courses.  A  classified 
bibliography  gives  direction  for  collateral  reading. 

5.  The  Organization  and  AdminiHration   of  the 

Church   School  (83  pages),  1917,  Pilgrim 
Press,  Boston,  Mass. 

This  book  constitutes  a  unit  in  the  "New  Standard 
Teacher  Training  Course."  It  provides  a  practical  dis- 
cussion of  problems  of  the  local  church  school,  including 
building  and  equipment,  supervision,  discipline,  program, 
and  the  training  of  workers.  References  for  collateral 
reading  are  listed  at  the  end  of  each  chapter,  and  a  care- 
fully prepared  list  of  questions  and  problems  makes  this 
book  of  value  as  a  text. 

6.  Keligious    Education    and    American   Democ- 

racy C394  pages),    1917,    Pilgrim    Press, 
Boston,  Mass. 

Dean  Athearn  shows  in  the  opening  pages  of  this  book 
that  he  believes  that  the  democratic  state  should  hold 
the  loyal  support  of  its  citizens  to  its  institutions,  and 
that  the  church,  which  is  an  organization  within  the 
state,  is  responsible  for  the  religious  development  of  its 
constituents.  He  states  as  his  thesis:  "The  safety  of 
democracy  demands  intelligence  and  godliness."  He 
briefly  outlines  the  part  which  the  state  plays  with  its 
system  of  public  schools;  develops  an  outline  of  the 
system  of  schools  which  the  church  must  build  in  order 
to  unite  intelligence  with  godliness;  and  discusses  in 
detail  those  problems  involved  in  the  ultimate  realization 
of  an  educational  system  which  will  guarantee  democracy 
to  the  American  people.  A  very  vital  contribution  which 
this  book  offers  is  the  critical  analysis  of  existing  organi- 
zations and  agencies,  which  is  undertaken  with  the 
purpose  of  taking  account  of  existing  educational  assets 
and  liabilities. 

7.  The   Maiden    Leaflets,     1917    (Three    vol- 

umes), Pilgrim  Press,  Boston,  Mass. 

Leaflet    i.     "Keligious     Education     and 
American  Democracy." 

This  study  presents  the  platform  on  which 
modern  religious  education  leaders  will  base  their 
claim  for  community  systems  of  religious  edu- 
cation as  follows:  The  American  children  will  be 
educated  in  the  public  schools;  religion  will  be 
taught  in  a  system  of  schools  which  the  church 
will  set  up. 

Leaflet  i.    "The    Correlation     of    Church 
Schools  and  Public  Schools." 

The  first  section  of  this  study  evaluates  current 
practices  in  teaching  religion  in  the  public  schools. 
The  principles  and  practices  of  the  parochial 
school  system  are  discussed,  and,  finally  in  answer 
to  unquestioned  need,  the  plan  for  a  system  of 
schools  of  religious  education  in  co-operation  with 
the  public  schools  is  presented  as  the  plan  best 
suited  to  the  needs  of  tne  American  community. 
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7-   The  Maiden  Leaflets — continued. 

Leaflet  3.    "A  Community  SyHem  of  Re- 
ligious Education." 

This  study  is  a  handbook  presenting  methods 
and  principles  whereby  a  community  system  of 
religious  education  may  be  organized  and  main- 
tained. A  complete  system  as  organized  in  a 
typical  city  is  outlined  and  explained  as  a  model 
for  leaders  to  follow  in  working  out  such  a 
system. 

8.  Religious   Education — The  Nation  s   Light, 

192.0.  In  World  Survey,  American  Vol- 
ume, pp.  X00-140.  Interchurch  World 
Movement,  New  York. 

This  study  which  was  made  during  the  Interchurch 
World  Movement  by  the  American  Religious  Education 
Survey  Department  presents  facts  and  needs  which  the 
survey  revealed  with  regard  to  the  religious  education  of 
Protestants  in  America.  The  data  are  presented  by  means 
of  statistical  tables,  graphs,  charts,  and  illustrations  as 
well  as  through  interpretation  of  conditions  as  Dean 
Athearn  found  them  in  his  study  of  this  situation. 

9.  A  National  SyHem  of  Education  (132. 
pages),  19x0,  Doubleday,  Doran  and 
Company,  Inc.,  New  York  City. 

This  book  constitutes  the  Merrick  Lectures  given  at 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Delaware,  Ohio,  1919.  The 
author  is  concerned  in  these  lectures  with  the  funda- 
mental need  for  a  "clearly  outlined  program  for  the 
organization  and  administration  of  secular  and  religious 
schools  in  a  democracy."  The  lectures  are  the  result  of 
actual  laboratory  experimentation  rather  than  mere 
theory.  The  organization  of  data  presents:  (1)  present 
tendencies  in  American  education;  (2)  the  evolution  of 
the  American  educational  system,  taking  account  of 
European  borrowings;  (3)  problems  in  the  administration 
of  a  national  system  of  education;  (4)  a  proposed  national, 
dual  system  of  education  under  the  church  and  state.  In 
conclusion,  it  is  clearly  shown  that  while  the  democratic 
state  will  provide  a  secular  education  for  all  the  children 
of  all  the  people,  the  church  will  accept  the  responsibility 
for  the  carrying  on  of  a  system  of  schools  of  religion  de- 
signed to  spiritualize  the  nation.  Numerous  diagrams  and 
charts  visualize  data  presented,  and  make  more  objective 
the  discussions  to  which  they  refer.  Extended  bib  - 
ographies  are  included  at  the  close  of  the  book. 

ID.  An  Introdu^ion  to  the  Study  of  the  Mind, 

192.1,  Westminster  Press,  Philadelphia, 
Pa. 

This  study  constitutes  section  III.  of  the  Teacher- 
training  Text,  "Teaching  the  Teacher."  It  is  also  pub- 
lished as  a  separate  unit.  In  this  text  the  author  presents 
in  an  attractive,  popular  form  the  elementary  facts  essen- 
tial and  introductory  to  the  psychology  of  religious 
education.  The  theistic  view  of  the  universe  is  presented, 
and  human  personality  is  held  to  be  of  supreme  impor- 
tance, with  consciousness  the  key  to  personality,  and 
therefore  the  central  factor  in  the  educational  process. 
Dean   Athearn   proceeds    from    the    thesis:  "Man   is   a 
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triune  being  having  power  to  think,  feel,  and  will,  com- 

?leting  his  destiny  through  relationship  to  a  triune  God." 
he  teacher  is  shown  to  share  in  a  divine  task,  that  of 
relating  the  mind  of  the  child  to  the  mind  of  God  by 
whom  he  was  created,  and  to  whom  he  may  be  related 
in  terms  of  fellowship  and  love. 

II.  The  Religious  Education  of  Protefiants  in 
an  American  Commonwealth  (6io  pages), 
19x3,  Doubleday,  Doran  and  Company, 
Inc.,  New  York  City.  (Editor  and  Joint 
Author.) 

This  book  constitutes  the  first  of  three  volumes  pre- 
pared under  the  direction  and  editorship  of  Dean  Athearn 
with  the  general  title,  "The  Indiana  Survey  of  Religious 
Education."  The  content  of  this  volume  gives  an  ex- 
haustive analysis  of  the  religious  education  of  Protestants 
in  a  typical  state,  Indiana,  which  is  representative  of 
similar  conditions  throughout  the  nation.  The  material 
presented  includes  history  and  objectives  of  the  survey, 
together  with  a  statement  of  method  and  conclusions; 
the  study  of  church  buildings  and  an  interchurch  standard 
with  application  to  specific  situations;  child  accounting 
and  record  systems;  denominational  supervision  and  the 
promotion  of  religious  education  in  Indiana. 

I'L.  Measurements  and  Standards  in  Religious 
Education  (516  pages),  192.4,  Doubleday, 
Doran  and  Company,  Inc.,  New  York 
City.  (Editor  and  Joint  Author.) 

This  book,  prepared  as  volume  II.  of  the  Indiana  Survey 
of  Religious  Education,  represents  the  first  serious  effort 
to  make  scientific  application  of  the  instruments  of 
measurement  to  the  field  of  religious  education.  The 
introductory  material  of  the  volume  gives  a  statement 
regarding  the  use  and  limitations  of  objective  measure- 
ments in  religious  education  together  with  a  review  of 
the  literature  in  this  field.  The  greater  part  of  the  book 
is  concerned  with  score  cards,  tests,  and  scales  for  use  in 
local  church  situations  as  tools  of  measurement.  A  final 
section  of  the  volume  provides  an  index  number,  or  com- 
posite standard  for  application  to  the  educational  plant 
in  the  local  church. 

13.  Religious  Education  Survey  Schedules  (171 
pages),  192.4'  Doubleday,  Doran  and 
Company,  Inc.,  New  York  City.  (Editor 
and  Joint  Author.) 

This  book  constitutes  volume  III.  of  the  Indiana  Survey 
of  Religious  Education.  The  material  of  this  volume  is 
intended  primarily  for  the  survey  technician.  Here  are 
printed  in  full  the  carefully  worked  out  schedules  and 
questionnaires  that  formed  the  ground  work  of  the 
Indiana  Survey.  This  material  represents  the  first  attempt 
at  scientific  study  of  religious  education  from  the  stand- 
point of  existing  conditions. 

14.  The  Maffer  Library  (10  volumes),  1914, 
The  Foundation  Press,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
General  Editor. 

This  set  of  ten  volumes  was  prepared  for  use  in  schools 
and  homes.  The  Bible  text  is  presented  in  Bible  language 
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for  children  and  young  people.  Introductory  and  explan- 
atory material  concisely  written  gives  teaching  direction 
and  intensifies  the  value  of  the  text.  A  valuable  collection 
of  art  illustrations,  largely  from  the  masters,  and  repro- 
duced with  remarkable  conservation  of  values,  appre- 
ciably increases  the  value  of  the  printed  word  in  these 
volumes. 

15.  Chara^er  Building  in  a  Democracy  (iiSi, 
pages),  192.4,  Macmillan  Company,  New 
York  City. 

This  book  represents  the  Washington  Gladden  Lectures 
delivered  at  Central  Congregational  Church,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  1924.  It  is  the  author's  purpose  in  these  lectures 
"to  interpret  to  the  non-professional  layman,  ideals, 
methods  and  problems  of  those  educational  leaders  who 
are  seeking  to  use  the  educational  method  as  an  agency 
for  building  the  Kingdom  of  God."  Dean  Athearn  be- 
lieves that  present  conditions  point  to  an  alarming  state 
of  moral  illiteracy.  The  state  through  its  system  of 
public  schools  cannot  teach  religion;  therefore,  the 
remedy  for  moral  and  spiritual  illiteracy  will  be  found 
when  the  church  accepts  the  responsibility  for  the  moral 
and  spiritual  training  of  its  youth.  Graphs,  charts  and 
statistical  data  interpreted  in  popular  form,  and  selected 
from  the  more  technical  data  of  the  Indiana  Survey,  give 
force  and  emphasis  to  the  challenging  statements  and 
logical  conclusions.

I.  Editorials  on  Educational  Problems  and 
Numerous  Articles  on  Public  School  Educa- 
tion, in  Midland  Schools,  a  Monthly  Journal 
edited  by  IV.  S.  Athearn,  at  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  i^oi-i^oj. 

1.   "The   Responsibility   of  the   School  Toward 
the  Family,"  in  Religious  Education,  June, 
1910. 
This  article  is  an  address  delivered  at  the  Convention 
of  the  Religious  Education  Association  held  in  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  June,  1910.  In  this  address  he  shows  that 
while  the  home  historically  has  been  the  basic  institution 
concerned    with    the    religious    training    of    the    child, 
modern  conditions  have  forced  the  school  to  take  over 
much  of  the  respKansibility   which   the   home  formerly 
carried.  He  challenges  the  school  to  raise  the  cry  "Back 
to  Home  Life"  so  effectively  as  to  cause  a  renewed  inter- 
est in  the  home  and  a  united  family  life  in  which  the 
religious    nurture  of  childhood  and   youth  may  be  car- 
riea  on. 

3.  "Religion  as  a  Liberal  Culture  Subjedi ," 
in  Religious  Education,  April,  1911. 

This  article  is  written  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
essential  need  for  the  teaching  of  religion  in  our  colleges 
and  universities.  The  place  that  religion  holds  in  relation 
to  other  culture  subjects  is  clearly  pointed  out  and  the 
place  that  religion  may  hold  in  helping  young  people  to 
an  adequate  view  of  the  universe  is  conclusively  stated. 
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4-  "Leadership  Through  the  Organisation,"  in 
Religious  Education,  June,  1911. 

This  article  makes  a  plea  for  a  democratic  organization 
of  the  Sunday-school,  showing  that  leadership  and  edu- 
cational standards  may  best  be  secured  by  means  of  a 
permanent  and  representative  organization. 

5.  "Standardizing  the  Church  School,"  in  the 
Biblical  World,  May,  1913. 

This  article  shows  the  place  of  the  scientifically  pre- 
pared standard  for  the  church  school  to  be  as  objective, 
and  based  on  as  sound  a  theory,  as  the  standards  which 
are  outlined  for  public  school  use.  In  order  to  make  these 
claims  concrete  and  objective,  outlines  of  standards  pre- 
pared for  application  to  the  Sunday-school  are  here  given 
and  elements  essential  to  educational  efficiency  are  pointed 
out. 

6.  "Music  and  Art  in  the  Bible  School,"  Drake 
University  Record,  August,  1913. 

This  publication  issued  at  Drake  University,  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  by  the  Department  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation of  which  Dean  Athearn  was  Director,  is  the  first 
educational  publication  to  point  out  the  contributions 
of  the  Fine  Arts  to  religious  education.  This  brochure 
gives  an  evaluation  of  the  materials  available  in  religious 
art  and  music,  and  provides  an  extended  list  of  source 
material  which  the  teacher  may  use,  together  with  a 
bibliography  providing  direction  for  reading  and  study. 

7.  "Religion  in  the  Curriculum,"  in  Religious 
Education,  December,  1913. 

This  article  points  out  the  current  theories  of  curricu- 
lum construction  as:  (1)  the  academic  theory,  or  method, 
and,  (2)  the  social  survey  theory,  or  method.  The  aca- 
demic method  is  shown  to  be  the  method  by  which  college 
courses  have  traditionally  been  built.  Religion,  it  is 
pointed  out,  is  a  fundamental  human  need,  and  since  the 
peculiar  religious  needs  of  late  adolescence  are  so  vital, 
the  courses  of  study  in  our  colleges  and  universities 
should  provide  a  place  for  the  study  of  religion,  and  its 
place  in  the  curriculum  can  best  be  served  by  the  social 
survey  method  which  takes  into  account  human  person- 
ality. 

8.  "Teacher  Training  Standards,"  a  report  of 
a  Committee  or  One,  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation, December,  1914. 

This  report,  which  was  made  by  Dean  Athearn  to  the 
Religious  Education  Association,  points  out  the  meager 
contribution  of  church  colleges  to  religious  education, 
and  proposes  new  courses  of  study  which  shall  be  de- 
signed for  the  scientific  training  of  teachers  in  religion 
meeting  the  same  standards  of  excellence  that  are  to  be 
found  in  courses  for  secular  training  in  education. 

9.  "Training  Religious  Leaders,"  a  report  of 
Committee  prepared  wholly  by  W.  S. 
Athearn,  see  Religious  Education,  April, 
1915. 

This  article  constitutes  a  report  prepared  by  the 
"Religious  Education  Commission  of  the  Disciples  of 
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Christ,"  and  presented  by  Dean  Athearn  at  a  convention 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  It  provides  a  comprehensive  report 
describing  and  evaluating  all  teacher  training  agencies  in 
religion  which  are  provided  by  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

10.  "The  City  Sunday  School  ItiHitute,"  in 
Religious  Education,  August,  191 5. 

The  material  of  this  article  constitutes  the  substance  of 
the  annual  report  presented  to  the  Committee  of  the  Des 
Moines  Sunday  School  Institute.  This  report  states  the 
purpose  of  making  the  college  department  of  religious 
education  contribute  to  the  work  of  religious  education 
in  the  local  field.  A  brief  history  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  City  Institute  in  Des  Moines  is  given,  to- 
gether with  a  concise  statement  of  its  underlying  princi- 
ples. In  conclusion  it  is  shown  that  the  City  Institute 
movement  is  rapidly  growing  in  various  parts  of  the 
nation. 

11.  "Religious  Education  in  American  Colleges," 
in  Religious  Education,  October,  191 5. 

This  study  represents  the  result  of  a  survey  conducted 
by  Dean  Athearn  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
amount  and  character  of  instruction  in  religious  education 
in  universities  and  colleges.  The  conclusions  drawn  recom- 
mend the  organization  of  departments  of  religious  edu- 
cation in  colleges  following  the  general  plan  adopted  for 
departments  of  education,  providing  both  theoretical  and 
practical  training. 

II.   "The  Religious  Education  of  a  Democracy," 

published    in    Proceedings    of  the    Illinois 

State     Teacher's     Association,  December, 
1915,  pp.  61-63. 

This  study  is  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that 
religion  is  an  integral  part  of  the  life  of  the  nation  as 
well  as  in  the  life  of  the  individual.  The  perpetuity  of  a 
democracy  demands  that  education  in  religion  become  a 
part  of  the  nation's  plan  for  the  training  of  its  citizen- 
ship. This  address  presents  constructive  suggestions  for 
the  religious  education  of  America's  youth  in  order  that 
the  ideal  for  the  democratic  state  may  be  preserved. 

13.  "Contributions  of  Psychology  and  Pedagogy 
to  the  Work  of  the  Sunday  School,"  in 
McFarland  and  Winchester,  Encyclopedia 
of  Sunday  Schools  and  Religious  Education, 
1915. 

This  article  shows  that  religious  pedagogy  is  the  appli- 
cation of  principles  of  psychology,  both  general  and 
religious,  to  the  teaching  task  of  the  church.  The  specific 
need  for  the  application  of  psychology  and  pedagogy  in 
religious  education  is  pointed  out.  It  further  shows  that 
religion  effectively  taught  makes  use  of  the  methods  and 
tools  which  in  other  branches  of  education  have  been 
found  to  be  scientifically  sound. 

14.  "Bulletins  of  Des  Moines  (Iowa)  Sunday 
School  Infiitute,"  19H-1915. 
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15.  "Religious  Exercises  in  Public  Schools,"  in 
Religious  Education,  April,  131 6. 

A  summary  statement  showing  practices  in  various 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  in  presenting 
religious  exercises  in  the  public  schools.  The  conclusions 
show  that  while  religious  exercises  have  value  and  are  a 
practical  source  of  religious  training,  the  content  is  so 
limited  in  such  teaching,  that  its  continued  use  will  be 
insufficient  to  guarantee  religious  and  moral  training  for 
the  youth  of  North  America. 

16.  "Teachers  for  Week-Day  Religious  Schools," 
in  Religious  Education,  June,  191 6. 

This  study  presents  the  need  for  specialized  training  in 
the  technique  of  religious  education.  The  following  thesis 
is  defended:  "We  shall  never  be  able  to  furnish  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  trained  religious  teachers  for  this  country 
until  we  abandon  our  present  methods  and  reorganize  the 
whole  movement  around  our  church  colleges."  This  plan 
does  not  recommend  the  abolishing  of  denominational 
educational  boards,  but  suggests  that  such  boards  be  at- 
tached to  educational  institutions  instead  of  publishing 
houses  and  church  benevolences. 

17.  "Fundamental  Principles  in  the  Maiden 
Plan,"  in  Religious  Education,  August, 
1 917,  reprinted  by  permission  from  the 
Pilgrim  Teacher  (or  June,  1^17. 

This  article  briefly  sets  forth  the  organization  princi- 
ples underlying  the  community  plan  of  religious  edu- 
cation as  operated  in  Maiden,  Mass.  This  organization  is 
shown  to  be  based  on  a  permanent  business  organization, 
and  to  be  safeguarded  by  a  trainedjeducational  leadership. 

18.  "The  Place  of  the  Church  College  in  a  Syftem 
of  Religious  Education  for  the  American 
People,"  in  The  Christian  Standard,  August 

2-5,  1917- 
A  survey  of  the  current  practice  of  American  colleges 
in  regard  to  religious  training,  in  which  it  is  shown  that 
"ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  money  raised  to  support  church 
colleges  is  raised  with  Biblical  and  religious  education 
as  the  talking  point,  and  that  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the 
money  raised  ever  finds  its  way  into  distinctly  religious 
channels."  Dean  Athearn  in  this  article  demands  a 
reorganization  of  the  church  colleges  of  America.  He  be- 
lieves that  "the  religious  education  of  the  American 
people  demands  that  the  church  colleges  teach  religion 
as  their  prime  responsibility."

zi.  "The  Organization  of  Religious  Education 
Within  the  Community,"  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation, October,  191 8. 

This  article  contains  the  substance  of  a  paper  read 
before  the  International  Sunday  School  Association  con- 
vention at  Buffalo,  New  York,  June  24,  1918.  The  thesis 
of  this  address  states  that  "spiritual  significance  and  God 
consciousness  must  attach  to  the  entire  secular  curricu- 
lum" in  education.  Dean  Athearn  here  gives  underlying 
principles  basic  to  a  community  system  of  religious  edu- 
cation, and  shows  that  the  Christian  Citizenship  Plan  is 
pedagogically  and  professionally  sound.

This  article  gives  an  illuminating  history  of  the  rise 
and  development  of  the  Sunday  School  Council  of  Evan- 
gelical Denominations,  interprets  the  teacher-training 
policies  of  the  Bible-School  Department  of  the  American 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  and  defends  certain  con- 
structive educational  principles  as  basic  to  an  efficient 
program  of  religious  education.

Comments  which 
accompany  each  title  are  sufficient  to  indicate  the  scope 
and  general  nature  of  each  book.

This  bulletin  is  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
practical  information  such  as  is  needed  by  the  director 
of  the  community  training  school  in  regard  to  organi- 
zation, standards,  reports,  records,  supervision,  and  other 
details  with  which  the  director  or  dean  of  the  school 
should  be  familiar. 

2.9.  "International  Standards  for  Community 
Training  Schools  of  Religious  Education" 
Educational  Bulletin  No.  8,  1918,  Inter- 
national Sunday  School  Association, 
Chicago. 

This  [bulletin  presents  the  ideals  and  standards  which 
form  the  basis  ofthe  community  training  school  program;

This  study  is  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out 
the  fact  that  "eaucation  should  be  organized  on  the  basis 
of  common  elements,  recognizing  individual  differences" 
but  not  emphasizing  them.  Dean  Athearn  believes  that 
there  is  no  pedagogical  reason  for  sex  segregation  in  the 
church  school,  especially  in  the  secondary  division.  A 
bibliography  covering  a  large  number  of  titles  is  pro- 
vided for  further  study  of  this  subject.

It  provides  a  statement  of  objectives  and  methods;  an 
account  of  sources  of  data;  a  statement  as  to  standards, 
scales  and  tests  developed;  and  a  financial  statement  re- 
garding the  administration  of  the  survey.  A  concluding 
section  dealing  with  conclusions  and  recommendations 
provides  an  interesting  body  of  data. 
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34-  "Talking  Points  for  Religious  Education," 
in  Religious  Education,  February,  1910. 

This  material  provides  a  classification  and  arrangement 
of  concise  forceful  statements  intended  for  the  use  of 
ministers  and  laymen  as  source  material  for  sermons  and 
addresses.  In  the  selection  of  this  material,  the  author 
had  in  mind  important  facts  which  need  to  be  empha- 
sized, and  ideas  which  should  become  part  of  the  common 
thinking  of  men  and  women  in  the  interests  of  Christian 
citizenship.

methods   of  measuring   and   directing   the  processes   of 
religious  education";   such   "standardized   methods  for 
guiding  local  churches   and  communities  in  surveying 
conditions"  as  will  lead  to  application  of  standards  in 
local  church  and  community  situations.

In  this  address  Dean  Athearn  discusses  four  major  con- 
tributions which  Protestantism  makes  to  character  build- 
ing in  a  democracy:  (1)  a  religious  view  of  the  world; 
(2^  a  religious  person  as  the  goal  of  moral  aspiration; 
(3)  support  of  the  public  school  system  in  the  interests 
of  general  intelligence;  (4)  the  development  of  a  parallel 
system  of  schools  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  Chris- 
tian view  of  the  universe.

The  significant  claims  of  this  article  are  based  on  the 
statement  that  "the  democratic  State  cannot  long  endure 
without  the  contributions  which  religion  has  made  and 
is  making  to  it."  Dean  Athearn  clearly  outlines  the  con- 
tributions of  Christian  religion  to  character  building 
under  the  leadership  of  the  church;  shows  the  organiza- 
tion and  scope  of  public  school  education,  and  the  scope 
of  religious  education.
